The writer has no
pulls for any concern, a-- he pays his own bills,
but will say of Pittsburg, for the benefit of
travellers, that its Union Kail way Hotel, In the
new depot build hies, Is as pood a plnce to atop
at aa the most particular could wish. It Is
complete In everyrhlne. One ol Its ple.wan?est
features Is that the ears run the. weary, dusty
traveller ricbt into it, or ne.irly so, and he bus
only to walk up stairs, and be at home.
